The House opened its Session on Thursday 
last, The attendance of Members was large, 
as is shewn by the vote on the election of the 
Speaker. Out of 130, the total number of 
members composing the House, there were 121 
present.

If this is to be considered a trial of strength, 


the Ministry will have a large working major- 
ity. With the Lower Canadians it seems not 
to have been made a party question; neither 
was it particularly so with the Upper Cana- 
dians, a majority of whom, however, voted nay. 
This, of itself, sufficiently shews (contrary to 
tic predictions of Ministerial organs,) that the 
Opposition will command an Upper Canadian 
minjority. 

One reason of the largonesa of the majority 
in favor of Mr. Smith, is to be found in the 
nomination specch of the Attorney Genera) 
West. He aiid that ever since the Union it 
had been the practice of tho House to choose 
a Speaker, alternately, from each section of the 
Province, and on this principle he insinuated 
it was the duty of the Lower Canadians to yote 
for his jominee, Another rea:on was the 
absence of an opposing candidate, Had one 
been in nomination, although it might not have 
resulted in the defeat of! the present Speaker, 
there isno doubt that the face of the vote 
would have been materially changed 

While tle British practice is a good one, 
of removing the election of Spoaker beyond 
the reach of party contest, in order tlat'the 
most suitable p.rson may obtain that respon- 
sible office ; yet it must be confessed that the 
Canadians, however closely they may have fol- 
lowed this procedént, have hardly attai 
object for which it was ostensibly establis 
| Ins: ead of getting “ the right man in the right 
"| place," our Parliament couid hardly have 
made a poorer selection. It is, however, the 
first act of the new administration, and it is 
to be feared but an indication of their ominous 
future. Mr, Smi h has been «lected Speaker 
hy Lower C.inadiais in opposition to the wishes 
ofa majority of the Upper Can dians—in op- 
position also to the priiciple laid down os a 
reason by some for voting in his favor Mr. 
Ciuchon said le was in favor of the double 
majority system, and would fight for it as long 
as he lived, and it was for this reason that he 
voted for Mr. Snith. Such language as this 
must be ominous to the Mc)onald-Cartier 
Administration, Laying such considerations 
aside, |owever, itis plain enough that if the 
Toul.le Majority System is to prevail, and if, 
as the Attorney Gene: al truly asserted, it was 
Upper Canaia’s turn to make choice of a Speak~ 
er—that the 8 eaker should command the 
confidence of the majority from Upper Canada, 
Tie rev erseis the case with Mr. Smith.

CHLOROFORM. 


The fatal McChesney case in Toronto has 
elicited much excitement and discussion in the 
medical circle, which is likely to lead to bene- 
ficial results.

practical inferehce from. this was, to draw 
forward the tongue witha pair of forceps, and 
make artificial respiration, in the bost way 
then known—namely, by compressing the 
tibs and stomach, and on remoying the 
pressure tho ribs spring outwards, and. draw 
in a quantity of air; by keeping this up,s 
cral lives have been 1.

(which'is the fact) that it is owing to the 
mascle being paralySed, aud the tongue falls 
into tlie throat, simply from the attraction of 
gravitation, the body lying on the back, He 
next ascertained, that the same thing occurs 
in drowning, death from narcotic poisoning, 
and all cases of asphyxia, If this be trug, 
the tongue ought to full forward, on turning 
the body on the face, this raising the epiglot: 
ts, and leaving the entrance of the windpipe 
rec. 

On taking the experiment, he found that 
the tongue actually does fall forward on turn: 
ing the body face downwards. Ho farther ob- 
served that by so doing, the wholeabdomen 
and ribs are \compressed, . tho cavity of the 
chest, is diminished, and air is expelled from 
tho lungs; air, that has sorved its purpose, 
and is no longer useful. On turning the 
body on thé gide, the abdomen and ribs 
pand, frosh'tirrushes iuto the lungs us freely 
as if tho respiration were natural, This 
should be ‘porformed regularly sixtoon or 
cightcen times in the minute, the number of 
the natural respirations. In. rotating the 
body ‘from the belly to the side the rotation 
should be ciurricd a little farthor back than 
the right angle, but not so as to throw the 
body much on the back, Any man whois 
strong enough to \treat abother this way 
might be the means of saying « fellow-crea: 
ture from tho effects of drowning, without 
waiting for a physician, when the opportunity 
would have! passed while waiting for tho 
doctor's arrival. Since promulgation by Dr. 
Hall we have read of two persons in England 
having been rescued from certain death by its 
means, One was « child of seven years of 
fige, the other a man of thirty, who had been 
undor the influence of chloroform in order to 
undergo surgical operations. _Numbors of 
drowned porsons Haye been resuscitated, and 
it has boen used in the case of infants born 
asphyxiated. Ifa table be to hand, tho best 
way isto placo the patient on it with its hond 
over the end, but if none be convenient it 
may bo, done on tho ground, only lose.no 
time in sotting about it; do not be flurricd ; 
be calm, and guccess will follow,

THE ADDRESS IN ANSWER TO THE 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


Mr. Tatnor rose to move the address in 
answer to the Speech from the throne,— 
Ie believed that all would rejoice with his 
Excellency in the bappy issuesof the fear 
fhl mutiny which had occured in India, 
where the bravery of our troops had beeu 
displayed in so'signal a manner, The next 
paragraph in the address also indicated’ a 
cilisé for gratification, it is most satisthetory 
to refleot that thé Jate overwhelming com- 
mercial storm had loft our monetary insti- 
tutions standing: firm, and discharging. all 
their liabilities with the same punctuality 
as in ordinary times. It must not however 
be forgotten that for this the country was 
mainly indebted to tho forbearance and 
prudence of its commercial men. As a 
moans of reducing ihe present distress, 
however, within the closest limits, be 
thought measures based on sound principles 
of politicAl economy should be adopted. — 
Several amendments to our commercial 
legislation’ were, it appeared, to be submit- 
ted, and no doubt those including the 
assimilation of the laws of Upper and 
Lower Canada would meet with tho sup: 
port of the House, ‘Tho abolition of im- 
prisonment for debs had been already 
called for by tho voice’ of the people in 
several cities and towns of Canada; aud ho 
believed that such a law, which gave pow- 
er to unscrupulous persons to sweat away 
the liberties of others must be admitted to 
bo contrary to freedom, If a man who 
through misfortune or through errongous 
but honest judginent and become unable to 
diseharge lis obligations, surrendered all 
ho possessed, ho believed that man ought 
not to be incarcerated to become # burden 
to himself, to his friends, 4nd to tho muni- 
cipility. It had beon alleged that a cus 
tom of making fraudulent assignments hid 
yrevailed throughout the country, and ho} 
Battoved thero would be no differance of 
opinion as to the propriety of doing away 
with such an abuse, which it was wall 
known had excited attention, not only ia 
this country, bat also in Bngland, These 
utilitarian mensures Inust moet With support 
from all sections of the House. The ques 
tion relating to the intoreat on money when 
contrasted with that of imprisonment for

try a progressive, aud at the samo time, 
regular mode of Government. Now that 
he bud been called to take a moro active 
art in public affairs, he of course felt a 
pleusure in giving to these men his best 
support, tu order that they may be strength-

Every gentle- 
man receives letters asking for measures which 
he has promised his constituents should be 
carried out, but which promises he has not 
been able to redeem, in consequence of being 
governed by a Lower Canadian majority.— 
And what are we forced to doP We are 
obliged to write back to our Constituents and 
tell them, that thonfh wa have carried Upper 
Canada, still we cantiot carry anything; cannot 
even get a mogistrate appointed, and why? 
because a Lower Canadian majority puts the 
ministry into office. What occurs now, may 
oceuragain., (lear,hear.) Wedonotknow, 
but this kind of thing may last for three or 
four years. We do not know but that the ma- 
jority in Lower Canada may repeat the pro- 
cess, Lask if, after having done all that con- 
stitutionally belongs to us, after having gained 
the victory, will our free-spirited and inde- 
per.dent people consent to be longer governed 
by this Lower Canadian pel eat td (Hear, 
hear.)

First there was an historical error which 
was pointed out Inst evening by an hon. 
member, and then came some very mysteri- 
ous and general indications of what v 

the Ministerial intentions either during the 
present session or in the future. This 
boing the first meeting ofa new Parliament, 
one naturally locked for some freshness in 
the public programme; bnt they looked in 
vain, The main indications were that one 
or two popular measures which had been 
well discussed out of doors would be made 
Ministerial measures.

‘Lhe course taken by the 
Ministry in preparing the Address was like 
that of going to a man whose whole system 
was deranged, and talking to him of his 
grave clothes and coffin. [Hear, hear, and 
Niughter.) The revenue returns of 1857 
showed a balance of £2,800,000 currency 
against the credit of the Province; and 
whilst the statement of tho distress was 
clearly given in the Address, the statement 
of the remedy was deficient. He supposed 
that these omissions in the Address must 
te attributed to the great demands made 
upon the Hon, Inspecter General, who was 
not at presentin the House.

docds. “Lhe names of the murdered parties, 
it will he remembered, were John Thompson, 
Mrs. Thompson (his wife), and John Slaven, 
The Brockville Recorder of Thursday con- 
tained all the evidence supplied at the in- 
quest, from which we glean tho following 
particulars, 

Tho body of Thompson was found in thie 
barn, the head of it having a gash in it of 
four or five inches long, and penctrating 
through the-brain. A broken lantern was 
near the body, and some broken glass under 
it. A shovel with blood and hairs upon it 


it. Tho murderers appear to have left tho 
barn when their fiendish purpose was ended, 
fastening the door as they retired. They 
theft went to the house, and while one used 
an axo for the murder of Mrs, Thompson, 
another fiend broke in tho skull of Slaven 
with somo blunt instrument. Tho appoar- 
ance of Mrs, Thompson was sickening. No 
less than four ghastly wounds wore inflictod 
on the head of the unfortunate woman, the 
first given on the head being sufficient to 
cause death.

He must 
therefore chargo higher profits, in-order-to 
secure himself from loss,and the customer has 
to bear the exponse, Again, grain merchants 
and produce buyers, if they purchased grain 
or produce in the winter season, would be o- 
bliged {o store the same until the genial tem- 
perature of Spring again returned. Laving 
to Jose the interest of their purchase money 
and to pay storage, besides the waste always 
occurring to grain stored over winter, they 
could uot afford to pay so much for the pro- 
duce of the agriculturalist as if the means of 
transport were at their immediate command. 
Were again the loss would come out of the 
producer, Now Railways, by removing these 
disadvantages, haye the effect of cheapening 
the price of merchandise, and enhancing the 
value of the gross products of the soil, atid 
thereby keep up a healthy and rapid circula 
tion in the monetary world, These sliould 
be the natural effects of Railways when rightly

a signal failure, Although furnish- 
ing the most direct and shortest route for the 
vast trade of the fertile western States to the 
ocean terminus at Portland, or the nearer sea- 
port at Montreal, we sce little or none of that 
immense trade coming over our great Provin- 
cial line of Railway, The teeming products 
of the western prairies are Continually finding 
their way over rival lines and through other 
channels to: the sea-board, to our disgrace and 
detriment. How is it with our own Cana- 
dian produce? Instead of being conveyed to 
the ocean marts and bringing back the money 
in return to relieve that commercial distress 
now prevailing throughout the entire country, 
we find the storchouses along the Lake and 
River ports filled with grain, which is waiting 
for the opening of navigation. A very 
portion is being transported by rail, and even 
this would not be if all the merchants could 
afford to wait till Spring. The reason of all 
this may well be asked. Tha public havea 
right to demand why the Grand Trunk is not 
accomplisuing what was intended, or even what 
it is capable of dong. : 

It ia not competent for us to give all the rea- 
sons of this falas, but one thing is certain, 
that the cause is not to be found outside of its 
internal management, In the first ping 
believe that the rolling stock was at first ana 
is yet quite insufficient to fulfil the require- 
ments. We have been informed that an Ame- 
rican Conppany last season sent a load of flour 
oyer the road as an experiment of cheapness 
and quick despatch, Aa that the flour was de- 
tained here on the track four days, as was al- 
leged for want of locomotives to carry it for- 
ward, Of course the experiment was suffi- 
cient, and the Company afterwards Catone 
other carriers. How many millions of dollars 
worth of traflic from the far West the road lost 
by this one transaction, we leave the managers 
to decide. 

Another reason of the limited traffic is to be 
found in the high freights charged upon this 
road, With the same unwise and illiberal poli- 
cy that used to govern our Stage lines, a8 com- 
petition ceases with the closo of navigation, the 
tariff of freights is increased, ‘The merchants 
therefore find it more advantageous to store 
their freight until Spring than to ruin them- 
solves by paying such exorbitant prices to a 
Railway monopoly, This policy ia no less op- 
pressive in its effects upon the country, than 
suicidal to the Company’s own intereste. A 
more liberal system would not only bo a great 
accommodation to the public, but would arc 
with it on increased amount of patronage anc 
yrofit to the Company,—as it is much better 
Yr them to doa great deal ata reasonable, 
than very little at an exorbitant profit, 

The same thing applick to the fare of pas 
nengers, and tho same reason ex plains why the 
travelling cara are comparatively doserted.— 
Itis most mortifying and shameful to soon 
Road compotent to do ao large a business, do- 
ing wo little, Especially ts this the case when

And all this on account of 
that absurd and egregiously Mee poliey of 
Icharging oxhorbitant rates. ‘Lhis policy is 
based upon the supposition that people are 
obliged to nse the voad, and on thik necount 
they may be compelled to pay whatovor 
charges are demanded. Such conduct will 
have the effect of driving the public to other 
and more cirouitous routes, a8 there is nothing to 
which a man would not rather submit than a 
flagrant imposition. ‘Tho incompetency and 
snobbishness of many of thagCompany's sub 
ordinate officials, are no doubt additional causes 
of those bad results, Many of thom act as if 
they were made of finer clay than the rest of 
mankind,—an if wisdom were born with them, 
and will consequently die when they expire, 
They are above counsel and reproof, and are 
consequently above learning anything from the

=The Outrage upon Americans at Jaffa. 


The following letter from the Rey. Wal- 
ter Dickson to his son, gives the particulars 
of the horrid outrage trom which he and 
his family were sufferers, of which we have 
y had some account. Lhe Steinbecks 
and John) alluded to in the let- 
od the daughters of Mr. Dickson : 
Arr, Friday, Jan..15, 1858. 
Dear —With indescribable feelings I 
am under the necessity of addressing you 
at this time. An ocgurrence has take 
place with us here at which human nature 
shrinks with horror, 
On the night ofthe 11th inst., about ten 
o'clock, three Arabs called at the front pate 
and inquired if we had seen a stray cow, 
saying they had lost one. Son Frederick 
and I wero both at the gate, and told them 
we had not seen any, neither was there any 
among ourcattle. ‘They pretended to doubt 
if, but after a short time went aw In 
about half an hour they came back, and 
called Steinbeck, and said:—“We have 
been to sce Abdellah, (our nearest neigh- 
bor’s sheep herds) and he says the cow is 
in your yard;” and demanded admittance 
to.see if it wasso. We told them the cow 
was not here; and wo should not open the 
gate nor let them come in, ‘They scowled 
and’ threatened some, but finally said they 
would sleep outside the wall until morning, 
and then see if the cow was not here, We 
ordered them away, but it did uo good,— 
they remained, but said Jittle or nothing. 
Fred went into the house and Jaid down— 
I remained out. I took a Jadder and set it 
up carefully against the wall, which is'about 
eight fect high, and went up and looked 
over to see how many there were, and saw 
five. I then fired off the gin with powder 
only, that they, might know we had. fire- 
arms. This isalways our practico when an 
alarm is. made by the dogs (of which we 
have three) or otherwise. Twent inte the 
house, and retived'to’ bed, but had’ not lain 
but a few moments before the dogs ‘coin- 
menced barking again furiously, I got up 
immediately and dressed myself, and went 
out tothe back gate, where the dogs were 
barking. The Arabs had broken down the 
gate, but litd not entered. | 1 returned to 
the house and told Fred, who lind arisen 
and dressed himself, I took down'the gun, 
and we both went towards the brok 
gate, As wo were Adyancing 
“Don't fire, fathe ‘No, said J, “you 
take the gun.” He:took the gun, and we 
advanced within throe feet of the gate, when 
ond Who stood outsilé the wall fired oblique- 
ly, and hit’Pred‘inethe lower part of his 
bowels and groin with a heavy charge of 
buckshot. He fell and said; “They lrave 
hit me, take the gui,” which I did, and 
fired at. random through the gateway, not 
Seeing any one, as\they, fell back behind the 
wall. .1 made my retreat into the house as 
soon ng possible. Fred had hobbledin be- 
fore I did} and was lying onthe floor bleed: 
ing most profusely, your mother and Mary 
trying to stop the blood with cotton batting, 
Ho said, “Father, pray for me that T may 
bo able to bear it,” Mo said he was faint, 
and. asked me to give him. some water, 
which he drank, 1 then secured tho doors 
48 fast as possible. Ina few minutes. we 
heard a noire at the door—they were try- 
ing to burst it open with a lever, which 
they soon did, although I held it as long as 
T could, As it flew open they retreated for 
an instant, and then tive large, stout mon 
rushed in, armed with guns, swords, pistols, 
and nw large club, six or seven feet long.—

head with all bis might. I threw up my 
right liand to ward off the blow, but he 
felled me senseless to the floor, cutting my 
head and wounding my hand, As soon as 
I recovered I sprang to my feet, atid ran 
out fo raise an alarm, but was followed and 
kuocked back into the house.

They 
robbed us of most of our bedding, carpets, 
wearing a rel, nnd-all. our money, not 
sparing bread, silver spoons, table knives, 
(forks being useless to them were not taken) 
and, in short, everything they wished; also 
ruined the time piece, As soon as it was 
daylight.

1. We have just had and still havo a 

n of commercial disruption and de- 
pression, because our people hud for some 
ears previous to its commencement, devo- 
ed their timo and energies immediately to 
traffic, building, and speculation, instead of 
to those departments of protective industry 
which minister to the more immediate and 
urgent wants of a community. ‘Too the sta-! 
ble restoration of good times, it is essential 
that this misdirection of effort’ shall have | 
fully ceased. What is the fact in this re-! 
spect? 

II. We have had and are haying hard 
times because too large a shiaro of our pop- | 
ulation fancied that they could Jive’ensier 
and get rich faster by planning and starting 
new Railroads, laying out and selling lots 
in embryo cities, starting new banks, selling 
goods on credit, book-kesping, clerking, 
&é., instead of digging and fertilizing the | 
earth. Has this mistake been fully cured ?

III. We haye had and are not yet clear 
of hard-times becausé, a8 a. consequence of

added a cautious, comprehensive, and well in- 
formed intellect; else laws may be framed that 
will prove crude, partial, and inoperative. We 
do not say that Mr, Benjamin lacks these re- 
quisite traits, but we do think the Bills before 
us show a want of mature thought and reflec- 
tion, and they have evidently been got up in 
great and unnecessary haste. 

First, take the Bill relating to Dower. The 
first clause provides that no widow shall be 
entitled to Dower out of any land which shall 
have been absolutely disposed of by her hus- 
band in his life time, or by his will. The se- 
cond clause makes all partial dispositions, in- 
cumbrances, charges, &c, created by the hus- 
band, to operate against the widow's right of 
dower. “Other provisions enable the husband 
by a simple clause to that effect, either in his 
Deed or Will to bar effectually all or any por- 
tion of his widow's dower. ‘The last clause 
provides that the Act shall only apply to Up- 


per Canada, and shall exterd only to those 
cases where the husband shall die after it be- 
comes law. 

It will be scen by these provisions that the 
wife is put entirely into the power of her hus- 
band, and if he is profligate, tyrannical, or bru- 
tal, he may sell and dispose of all his real es- 
tate, and leave her on the cold charities of the 
world, without a penny to secure herself or off- 
spring against want. We take it that the law 
of Dower was wisely established to protect the 
rights of the wife in this behalf, and prevent 
such oppressive conduct. Inasmuch as woman 
has no yoice in making our laws or of enforcing 
them, although she equally with man is subject 
to them, it is as ungenerous as it is unjust to 
deprive her of her eat legal property right 
during coverture,—the legacy bequeatled her 
by the chivalry of a less eutightened age. 

The reasons that once existed for ths pro- 
posed alteration have passed away, Under the 
old and expensive mode of barring dower by 
fine and recovery, or even under the more re- 
cent mode, where the wife had to go before a 
Judge ora Master in Chancery, or two Magis- 
trates, the facilities to the conveyance and dis- 
posal of real estate were more or less impeded ; 
but by 2 Vic. cap. 6 these impediments were 
removed, and the wife was enabled to bar her 
dower by simply joining in conveyance with 
her husband, ‘There is little or no extra ex- 
pense therefore now in procuring a good title 
fy purchasers, and no wife will refuse as a ge- 
neral rule unless she has very cogent reasons 
for so doing, Why then take a right from her 
which she is likely to exercise only in a peels 
cious manner? Ifa person buys a lot of land 
now without haying dower barred, he dovs #0 
with his eyes open, and /e, not the innocent, 
should suffer the consequences. ‘The time was 
when the law of Dower was not very generally 
understood or acted upon by the non-profes- 
sional portion of our Provinoe. In many of 
the enrlicr instruments of conveyance, we 
therefore find the Dower not barred, ‘Reco- 
yoriea by widows in such cases have in some 
instances been seriously oppressive to innocent 
purchasers, who not only paid originally the 
full value of the property, but have by their 
own Jmprovements perhaps enhanced that va- 
luo tenfold, ‘This reason does not come up in 
justification of the present Bill, as it is not cal 
culated to reach these cases, but only applies 
to those that may arise in the future, This 
could not very well be otherwise, as e2 post 

‘ucto laws aro justly viewed with great disfavor 
‘and suspicion. : 

If wo wero allowed to make a suggest 
the prenent law might be very properly amend 
ed,—not by dopriving the widow of a long en 
joyed right, but by preventing her from reap- 
ing the bonofit of the purchascr'#improvements. 
Let her be allowed one-third of the money va 
Ine of the property in question, to bo nases ed 
by a jury; which value should be regulated by 
the original saleable price at the time her hus 
band disposed of thie estate, together with the 
natural increase of value occasioned by adja 
cont improvements and the general prosperity 
of the country; and when this amount was os 
sossed, let it be optional with the defendant to| 
pay the money or divide the property. Such 
provisions as theao exist in several of the Uni- 
ted States, and there is or can be no difference 
of opinion reapecting their equitable character,
